A resolution was passed 
unanimously, 3-0, with 
council members Joyce 
Jackson and William Lewis 
absent, authorizing 
amendments to a contract 
with the State of Califor- 
nia for federal aid projects 
to replace street signs. 

The council agreed to a 
public hearing Aug. 15, on 
special parking areas for 
the handicapped. 

A variance was issued to 
add a bedroom to the home 
at 1112 Dartmouth St. after 
a brief public hearing.

Water Banking: How to 
Stop Wasting Agricultural 
Water was authored by 
Eugene Bardach, associate 

rofessor of public policy at 

C Berkeley, and Sotiros 
Angelides, a Berkeley law 
student who earned a mas- 
ter’s degree in public pol- 
icy. 

Based on a six-month 
study of agricultural water 
allocation in California, the 
report has been published 
by the Institute for Con- 
temporary Studies in San 
Francisco. 

The present first-come 
system is wasteful, the au- 

ors say. Latecomers are 
forced to obtain water from 
distant sources and to build 
costly facilities for storage 
and transport. Meanwhile, 
farmers with earlier claims 
continue to rely on local 
sources. 

As a result, agricultural 
water peivee in California 
normally range from 25 
cents to $135 per acre-foot, 
the study reports. ° 

New waterworks, such as 
dams and canals built to 
add to the total water sup- 
ply, are wasteful if they are 
much costlier than the 
more efficient use of the 
existing supply, the authors 
state. 

“‘Water banking would 
provide greater flexibility 
In California’s water sys- 
tem, better preparing us for 
future droughts and for the 
long-term water shortage 
projected for California,” 
write Bardach and 
Angelides. 

“Widespread participa- 
tion could increase agricul- 
tural output, make more 
water available for urban 
use and help make up for a 
lack of water from other 
sources.” 

Water banking requires 
no major legal or institu- 
tional changes and no pub- 
lic funds, according to the 
UC authors. Participation 
would be voluntary. And 
farmers who chose not to be 
involved would still receive 
their normal allotments at 
the usual prices.

The data were extrapo- 
lated from returns from a 
random sample of 3.2 per- 
cent of the estimated 
572,000 hunting license 
buyers that year. Of 19,454 
questionnaires mailed, 
14,094 usable question- 
naires, or 77 percent. were 
returned. 

According to the DFG, a 
264 percent increase in the 
harvest in the coastal coun- 
ties from Santa Cruz to San 
pee was the big factor in 
the larger statewide bag of 
pigeons. 

For deer, the 1977 season 
was the best in recent 
years, especially in the in- 
land zones where the bag 


increased 40 percent from 
1976. Improved fawn survi- 
val and good buck carry- 
over in most herds in- 
creased deer numbers over 
much of the state. 3 

Poor nesting conditions 
on the northern breeding 
ee because of the 

rought resulted in fewer 
immature ducks wintering 
in California, and thus, the 
lower bag. In addition, 
population surveys indi- 
cated many ducks overflew 
California to winter in 
Mexico where habitat con- 
ditions were more suitable. 

Survey respondents indi- 
cated that the rate of hunter 
suecess for all species was 
64 percent, identical with 
that for the previous year. 
Twenty-five percent of the 
license buyers hunted un- 
successfully and 11 percent 
did not hunt. 

Hunter success figures 
over the last quarter of a 
aie in California have 
ranged from 64 to 70 per- 
cent. Percentages of all 
hunters hunting unsuecess- 
fully have varied from 21 to 
98 during the same period.

Traffic 
fatalities 
increasing 


SACRAMENTO — Traf- 
fic fatalities in California 
totaled 2,378 during the first 
six months of 1978, an in- 
crease of 238 over the 
year-ago period, CHP 
Commissioner Glen Craig 
said. 

During June there were 
470 traffic deaths, com- 
pared to 388 in June 1977. 

“The uptrend can be 
traced in part to increased 
traffic, since mileage con- 
tinues to exceed 1977 fi- 
gures by six percent or 
more. But slipping speed 
compliance certainly has 
an effect as well,” Craig 
said. 

The prospect for the ba- 
lance of 1978 is ‘‘poor, if 
fatalities continue at the 
same rate. The potential is 
for a total above 5100, which 
would be higher than the 
existing record of 5080, es- 
tablished in 1969,”’ he said. 

Craig said the first week 
of July, which included the 
Independence Day holiday, 
recorded 128 deaths, a re- 
cord for the July 1-7 period.
